Location  and  Buildings. 

fHIS  UNIVERSITY  occupies  the  site  of  the  Institution 
formerly  known  as  Oakland  College.  It  is  situated  in 
^  Claiborne  Count}^  Mississippi,  four  and  one-half  miles 
north-east  from  Rodney,  on  the  Mississippi  River.  The  location 
is  high  and  healthful,  and  the  surroundings  agreeable  and  attract- 
ive in  an  eminent  degree.  Oakland  College  was  the  oldest 
Academic  Institution  in  the  State,  and  for  more  than  thirty  }Tears 
a  seat  of  learning  and  science.  These  refining  influences  still 
pervade  the  country  surrounding  the  Universit}-,  and  exercise 
their  silent  but  potent  influence.  The  campus  in  which  are  situ- 
ated the  University  buildings,  is  a  beautiful  oak  grove,  gently 
undulating  and  clothed  in  a  perennial  dress  of  green  verdure 
pleasing  to  the  eye  and  conducive  to  health  and  quietude.  It  is 
far  removed  from  the  contaminating  influence  of  town  or  city  life. 
There  are  no  haunts  of  dissipation  to  lead  the  unwary  astray ; 
but  in  the  countiy,  in  the  midst  of  a  moral  and  highly  cultivated 
communit}7,  the  student  is  continually  surrounded  by  all  those  in- 
fluences which  tend  to  develope  his  moral  character  during  the 
period  of  his  intellectual  training. 

The   Buildings 

Were  all  erected  for  Academic  purposes.  They  consist  of  a 
chapel,  three  brick  dormitories,  and  a  number  of  frame  cottages 
devoted  to  the  same  purpose,  two  college  literary  society  halls,  a 
President's  house,  and  refectory  with  all  necessary  out-buildings 
for  an  establishment  complete  within  itself,  dedicated  to  the  pur- 
of  the  maintenance  and  education  of  youths. 
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The  Chapel 

Is  a  large,  substantial  brick  building,  three  stories  in  height  and 
of  dimensions  65x112  feet.  It  contains  rooms  for  recitations, 
philosophical  apparatus,  laboratory,  cabinet,  library,  and  a  hall 
sufficiently  large  to  seat  nine  hundred  persons.  It  has  been 
thoroughly  repaired,  painted  and  renovated  throughout;  the  reci- 
tation rooms  have  been  provided  with  new  desks  and  furniture, 
the  walls  whitened,  and  every  apartment  presents  a  neat  and 
cheerful  appearance. 

The  Dormitories 

Are  two  story  brick  buildings  45x48  feet,  each  capable  of  ac- 
comodating thirt37-two  students.  They  are  comparatively  new, 
with  substantial  slate  roofs,  hard  finish  ceilings,  dry,  airy  and 
comfortable;  these  have  also  been  thoroughly  repaired,  painted 
and  renovated.  The  frame  cottages,  five  in  number,  have  also  been 
repaired  and  renovated.  All  the  dormitories  are  furnished  with 
good  new  bedsteads  and  comfortable  bedding,  and  contain  grates, 
tables,  wash-stands  and  chairs. 

The  Literary  Halls 

Are  elegant  brick  structures,  two  stories  in  height,  about  50x80 
and  well  adapted  for  literary  exercises.  The  lower  room  in  each 
building  is  furnished  with  handsome  book  cases  and  the  upper 
stories  furnished  for  society  halls.  No  institution  in  the  country 
has  better  facilities  for  these  purposes  so  indispensable  to  the 
proper  education  of  the  American  student.  These  halls  have 
been  repainted,  and  such  necessary  repairs  put  upon  them  as  would 
preserve,  them  from  going  to  decay.  One  of  them  will,  for  the 
present  be  used  as  a  dormitoiy,  in  case  the  necessities  of  the  Uni- 
versity demand  it. 

The  Refectory, 

Or  boarding  house,  is  a  large  two  story  frame  building  with  a 
basement;  the  basement  contains  the  dining  hall,  a  room  capable 
of  seating  two  hundred  students;  a  store  room  and  a  pantry. 
The  upper  stories  are  devoted  to  the  Superintendent  and  family, 
and  rooms  for  the  employees  of  the  Institution.  This  building 
though  frame,  now  nicely  repainted  white  with  green  blinds,  and 
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extensive  balconies,  presents  a  handsome  appearance,  and  is  well 
calculated  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  constructed.  A  com- 
modious kitchen,  furnished  with  a  fine  cooking  range,  and  a 
capacious  wash  house,  are  among  the  out-buildings  attached  to 
the  refectory. 

The  President's  House 

Is  a  handsome  two  story  frame  with  basement.  It  has  been  new- 
ly painted  white,  with  green  blinds,  and  was  comfortably  furnished 
by  the  Executive  Committee  at  the-opening  of  the  University  in 
1871.  The  furniture  as  well  as  the  building,  is  thus  the  property 
of  the  Institution.  This  building  is  situated  convenient  to  the 
chapel  and  dormitories,  and  enables  the  President  at  all  times  to 
keep  a  watchful  eye  over  the  discipline  and  conduct  of  the 
students. 

Professors'  Houses. 

There  are  several  other  frame  cottages  belonging  to  the  Institu- 
tion, and  situated  on  its  grounds,  adapted  to  the  use  of  Professors 
and  their  families;  several  of  these  cottages  are  commodious  and 
comfortable,  having  been  erected  for  the  use  of  the  members  of 
the  faculty  of  Oakland  College. 

The  Farm 

Of  the  University  consists  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  acres, 
which  will  be  ^increased  to  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  acres 
by  the  addition  of  the  uHunt  Tract,"  on  the  1st  day  of  Januaiy, 
1874.  The  land  is  diversified  in  character,  and  well  adapted  to 
the  various  purposes  of  a  model  or  experimental  farm.  It  con- 
tains hill  land  and  valley,  with  25  or  30  acres  of  rich  bottom, 
which  can  be  irrigated  at  all  seasons  from  an  elevated  lake  or  pond 
and  is  well  adapted  to  grasses.  The  land  is  all  of  more  than 
average  richness  and  produces  good  corn,  cotton  and  all  other 
crops  germain  to  the  climate.     A  fine 

Orchard 

Consisting  <<f  five  hundred  selected  trees  of  different  varieties  of 
peach,  pear,  apple,  etc.,  has  been  set  out,  and  is  in  a  thrifty  grow- 
ing condition,     it  is  the  intention,  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Institu- 
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tion  to  make  the  farm  a  model  of  agricultural  beauty  and  fertile, 
and  to  develop  a  high  order  of  scientific  as  well  as  practical 
agriculture.  Good  substantial  fences  have  been  built  around  all 
the  improved  land,  and  the  whole  tract  will  be  put  under  fence 
without  delay. 

Origin  and  Endowment  of  the  University. 

Alcorn  University  was  created  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
Mississippi,  approved,  May  13,  1871.  By  the  Act  of  incorpora- 
tion "the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  cash  is  appropriated  and 
set  apart  in  the  Treasury  for  each  and  every  year  of  ten  successive 
years,  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  Jnly,  1871,  for  the  establish- 
ment and  management  of  a  seminary  of  learning,  to  be  styled, 
Alcorn  University  of  Mississippi." 

In  addition  thereto,  by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved,  May 
13,  1871;  Alcorn  University  was  granted  by  the  State  three-fifths 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Agricultural  College  Land  Scrip. 
This  fund  amounted  to  $189  000,  three-fifths  of  which,  or  $113  400 
became  the  property  of  Alcorn  University,  the  income  from 
which,  under  the  terms  of  the  donation  is  to  be  devoted  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  department  of 
of  the  Institution.  In  compliance  with  his  duties  under  the  Act. 
the  Governor  has  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  in  trust  for  the 
University,  as  the  result  of  the  investment  of  the  fund,  $123,150, 
in  State  bonds,  exclusive  of  $13,000  advanced  out  of  the  fund  in 
part  payment  of  the  University  tract.  These  bonds  draw  eight  per 
cent,  interest  from  the  State,  and  all  of  them  fall  due  within  three 
years  from  the  1st  of  January,  1874.  If  reinvested  on  the  same 
advantageous  terms,  this  fund  will  rapidly  increase,  and  add  ma- 
terially to  the  available  income  of  the  University. 
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Joules    and    Regulations, 


Terms  of  Admission. 

No  young  man  will  be  received  unless  he  brings  a  certificate  of 
good  moral  character,and  if  he  has  been  a  pupil  of  another  educa. 
tional  institution,  he  must  bring  the  certificate  of  the  principal 
thereof,  or  some  teacher  or  professor,  as  to  his  good  deportment 
while  connected  therewith.  The  student  must  be  fourteen  years 
of  age,  and  must  be  able  to  sustain  a  creditable  examination  in  or- 
thography, reading,  writing,  the  fundamental  rules  of  arithmetic, 
and  the  general  outlines  of  the  geography  of  the  United  States, 
before  he  can  be  admitted  to  the  primary  department.  The  ac- 
quirements requisite  for  admission  to  the  collegiate  course  are  set 
forth  under  the  proper  head. 

No  discrimination  is  recognized  by  the  Institution  on  account 
of  color,  caste,  religion  or  other  class  disinctions. 

Tuition. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  to  students  coming  from  this 
State.  A  matriculation  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  is  required  from  stu- 
dents coming  from  other  States. 

Board,  Washing,  etc. 

The  University  furnishes  board,  washing,  bed-room  furniture, 
fuel  and  lights  to  each  student,  at  the  rate  of  ten  dollars  per 
month — payable  monthly,  in  advance.  Each  student  is,  however, 
expected  to  famish  his  own  looking-glass,  lamp,  bucket  and  broom, 
which  the  University  will  supply  at  wholesale  prices.

Discipline. 

Every  student,  on  being  admitted  into  the  University,  pledges 
himself  thereby  to  obey  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Insti- 
tion,  and  to  use  his  influence  in  maintaining  law  and  order. 

The  rules  of  the  University  require  every  student  to  observe 
properly  the  Sabbath;  to  pay  due  deference  to  each  member  of  the 
Faculty,  and  to  treat  with  respect  all  visitors  and  emplo}Tes. 

Students  are  required  to  be  punctual  in  attending  all  the  exer- 
cises of  the  University;  in  observing  the  hours  for  study,  and  in 
discharging  the  various  other  duties. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  use  intoxicating  drinks;  to  chew, 
smoke,  snuff  or  use  tobacco  in  an}'  form.  They  are  not  allowed 
to  play  cards,  dice,  or  any  game  of  chance. 

No  student  is  allowed  to  leave  the  college  grounds  without  per- 
mission. 

Students,  whose  course  of  conduct  is  detrimental  to  themselves 
and  to  the  University,  will  be  suspended,  dismissed  or  expelled, 
as  the  Faculty  may  think  proper. 

Examinations. 

There  are  monthly  examinations,  on  the  last  Thursday  and 
Friday  in  each  month  of  the  academic  year. 

The  annual  examination  is  held  just  before  commencement. 

A  record  of  the  monthly  examinations,  and  of  the  deportment 
of  each  student,  is  kept. 

A  certificate  of  the  examinations  and  deportment  of  each 
student  is  sent  to  his  parents,  or  guardian,  at  the  end  of  each 
term. 

Library,  Cabinet,  Apparatus,  etc. 

The  Oakland  College,  in  its  long  years  of  successful  educational 
labors,  accumulated  a  fine  library  of  several  thousand  choice  vol- 
umes; also,  a  very  complete  collection  of  natural  history,  geology, 
mineralogy,  botany  and  curiosities.  By  permission  and  request 
of  the  trustees  of  Oakland  College,  from  whom  the  Alcorn  Uni- 
versity was  purchased,  these  valuable  accumulations  were  left  in 
possession  of  the  present  Institution.  While  not  absolutely  the 
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property  of  the  Alcorn  University,  they  remain  in  its  charge,  and 
it  is  not  anticipated  that  they  will  ever  be  removed.  It  is  hoped, 
that  at  no  distant  da}r,  the  University  will  be  able  to  purchase 
them.  At  all  events,  the  trustees  of  Oakland  have  indicated  no 
disposition  to  deprive  the  University  of  these  invaluable  adjuncts 
to  her  educational  advantages.  They  are  open  to  the  inspection 
of  students  and  visitors,  and  are  not  among  the  least  of  the  ben- 
efits which  Alcorn  is  enabled  to  afford  her  students  over  other 
educational  institutions  of  the  State. 

The  philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus  is  also  very  elaborate 
and  complete. 

Free  Scholarships. 

By  section  2922  of  the  Revised  Code  of  1871,  the  Governor  is 
required  to  "appoint,  biennially,  three  persons  in  each  representa- 
tive district,  or  county,  in  the  State,  to  act  as  a  board  of  examin- 
ers, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine,  in  an  annual  convocation 
of  representatives  of  the  common  schools  of  the  representative 
district  or  county,  all  candidates  for  free  scholarships  in  Alcorn 
University,  *  *  *  who  shall  grant,  to  the  best  answerer,  a 
certificate  of  free  scholarship  for  a  matriculation  term  of  four 
years  in  Alcorn  University." 

This  free  scholarship  entitles  such  successful  candidate  to  $100 
per  year  from  the  common  school  fund  of  the  district  or  county. 
Examinations  for  these  scholarships  will  take  place  this  year  in 
the  various  counties  under  the  superuision  of  the  various  County 
School  Superintendents,  and  the  Circuit  and  Chancery  Judges  of 
each  district.  Parents  or  students  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  benefits  of  the  free  scholarship  will  look  to  the  board  of  ex- 
aminers in  the  respective  counties,  to  convene  for  their  examina- 
tion. The  University  can  do  no  more  than  to  point  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  on  the  subject.  The  University  has  heretofore 
received  the  warrants  of  the  various  counties  as  cash,  in  payment 
of  board  and  washing  of  free  scholarship  students,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  do  80  until  further  notice;  but  students  are  particularly 
enjoined  to  see  to  it  that  the  warrants,  in  their  case,  are  transmit- 
ted to  the  President  of  the  University  coincident  with  their  appli- 
cation for  admission,  as  the  University  cannot  assume  the  respon- 
sibility Of  collecting  from  the  counties. 
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General  Resume. 


Alcorn  University  has  been  in  operation  less  than  two  years, 
and  3ret,  daring  the  last  session,  it  numbered  an  attendance  of 
one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  enrolled  students.  Such  marked 
prosperity  has  rarely  attended  the  rise  of  any  institution  of  learn- 
ing. Its  rapid  and  healtlrv  growth  presages  a  success  far  exceed- 
ing the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  its  most  hopeful  friends. 
Its  organization,  founded,  as  it  is,  on  the  most  liberal  and  humane 
principles,  meets  the  educational  wants  of  the  whole  people,  and 
supplies  a  void  that  had  not  been  hitherto  filled  by  any  educational 
institution  in  the  South.  It  has  been  fortunate  in  the  selection  of 
earnest,  capable  and  efficient  teachers — devoted  solely  to  the 
moral  and  intellectual  advancement  of  the  youths  placed  under 
their  charge.  The  Trustees  have  spared  no  exertion  in  the  build- 
ing-up of  the  Institution,  and  commending  it  to  the  good  opinion 
and  favor  of  the  people  of  the  State.  They  feel  assured  that  it 
has  been  founded  upon  a  sure  and  lasting  basis,  and  that  it  has 
become  one  of  those  great  moral  forces  which,  when  once  started, 
cannot  fail  to  increase  and  strengthen  with  the  coming  years. 
The  Institution  enjoys  the  bounty  of  the  State,  and  to  a  degree, 
is  under  its  care  and  protection.  It  is  also  the  recipient  of  the 
munificent  generosity  of  the  general  government,  which  will  take 
an  interest  in  its  growth  and  prosperity.  The  finances  of  the 
University,  notwithstanding  some  unfounded  rumors  or  ground- 
less charges  to  the  contrary,  have  been  cautiously  and  prudently 
managed.  The  property,  costing  $-10,000,  has  been  paid  for,  ex- 
cept #5000,  not  yet  due.  The  buildings  have  all  been  put  in 
thorough  repair.  The  campus  and  improved  farm  have  been  en- 
closed with  handsome  and  substantial  fences;  a  wash-house  and 
barn  have  been  built;  cisterns  dug,  and  many  necessary  improve- 
ments made.  The  farm  has  been  kept  in  a  condition  of  cultiva- 
tion, under  the  management  of  a  capable  agriculturist,  and  the 
chair  of  the  mechanic  arts  is  filled  by  a  competent  and  practical 
instructor,  as  required  by  law. 

The  building-up  of  a  great  institution  of  learning,  and  making 
it  perfect  in  all  its  parts,  is  necessarily  a  work  of  time;  but  the 
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Alcorn  University,  for  the  time  it  has  been  in  operation,  we  feel 
justified  in  saying,  has  made  sucli  substantial  progress  as  cannot 
but  be  gratifying  to  all  its  friends,  and  to  the  people  of  the 
State,  meriting  their  continued  favor  and  support,  and  presaging 
its  future  prosperity  and  success.
